WASHINGTON, Aug. 15.—Senator 
Hitchcock of Nebraska, who recenty 
urged the Senate to make an in- 
vestigation of the Government seal- 
_ | Skin dressing, dyeing and sales con- 
tract with the Fouke Fur Ce. of 
St. Louis, on the ground,, he said. 
that the St. Louls company was mak- 
ing inordinate profits out of the cor- 
tract, today said he would make an- 
other effort when the tariff bill is. 
passed to have the Senate Commerce 
Committee begin an early inquiry 
into the contract and how it was > 
tained. 

Commenting on a_ story in last 
Wednesday's Post-Dispatch, in which 
it was shown that Senator Spencer's 
law firm, which represented the 
Fouke Fur Co. in obtaining the con- 
tract, had received in the last 16 
months about $80,000 in fees from 
the International Fur Exchange of 
which Philip B. Fouke, president 
of the Fouke Fur Co., was presi- 
dent, Senator Hitchcock said, “That . 
seems to be a pretty big sum.” 

Chairman Jones of the Senate 
Commerce Committee, held up the ia- 
quiry into the Fouke contract at the 
request of Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover and members of the com- 
} malttee whe declared that soldier 
bonus and tariff legislation at pres- 
ent required their whole attention. 

Senator Hitchcock Objects. 

Senat Hitcheock has protested 
this delay, and today outlined to the 
Post-Dispatch the nature of the in- 
quiry he thinks the committee 
shogld make. ° 

“I want to find out.” he said, 
whether the furs wfll sell as well itn 
salt as when they have been dressed. 
I am told that they will—that the 
dressing does not add to their val ie. 
Regardless of the answer the ques- 
tion then will be to ascertain if $20 
is reasonable. 

“Another question I want investl- 
gated is how the contract of the Gov- 
ernment was made, without any 
contemplation, with the Fouke Fur 
Co. 

‘We should find out why so maay 
skins were dressed that were not fit 
to be marketed, why the Government 
would pay $20 for skins that would 
sell for much lees, that would not 
sell for what it cost to dress them. 

“We should investigate why this 
company, which is making these 
great profits out of dressing skins, is 
allowed to select the skins in «he 
Pribiloff Islands that are sent down 
to be dressed and have a commission 
on all that are not worth dressing. 

“T understand the Government fas 
no agents on the ground, but allowed 
the Fouke Fur Co. to select the 
skins. If so the company iteelf has
